Opening Session of Conference Called 
by President Evinces a Desire to 
Get at Facts Without Delay. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Representatives of the public evinced a epir- 
ited desire for action rather than oratory at the opening session today of 
the industrial conference called by President Wilson. 

Apparently with the determination of differentiating this conference 
from many eimilar gatherings held in Washington, the publics delegates 
demanded that sesasiong be held night and day, if necessary, to establish 
a basis for harmonious relations between capital and labor during the 
present abnormal economic conditions. Bernard M. Baruch of New York, 
one of these delegates, was active in directing the affairs of the confer- 
ence, which was considered significant in view of his close friendship with 
President Wilson and hig frequent visits to the White House. 

After the appointment of committees on nominations and rules the 
conference adjourned to meet tomorrow morning. Gavin McNab of San 
Francisco, a representative of the public, was mentioned prominently for 
permanent chairman of the conference, but members of both committees 
declined to indicate what their recommendations would be.

tions there. Chairman Harding 
said yesterday he thought it pos- 
| gible there might be a report to the 
full committee some time this week. 

While the members of the com- 
mittee have not yet reached a deci- 
sion on the resolution introduced by 
Senator Williams, which provides, 
as amended, for recognition ef the 
independence of Armenia, author- 
izes the President to use such 
military and naval forces as may be 
necessary to maintain peace in Ar- 
menia until the settlement of the 
affairs of that country has. been 
completed bv treaty between the 
nations; and further authorises the 
Armenians in the United States to 
equip and arm themselves to go to 
the ald of their countrymen. It 
is understood they favor giving 
some form of help to the stricken 
country. 

Mr. Sevasty declares today that it 
would probably require six months 
for an Armenian army, composed of 
units which have served among the 
various Allied forces, to be organ- 
ized and ready for action. In the 
meantime, a small force of Amer- 
ican troops would have the required 
moral effect which would protect 
the Armenians, who need immediate 
assistance. 

He did not share the opinion held 
by some, he added, that Great Brit- 
ain was withdrawing her troops 
from that part of the world to force 
the hand of the United States, but 
that there were internal reasons 
which had actuated Great Britain in 
taking this step.

‘STRIKE OF WORKMEN CON- 
TRIBUTES TO IT. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 6.—With 
no refined cane sugar in sight and 
visible supply of the retail trade 
practically exhausted, dealers in 
San Francisco and vicinity today 
face one of the most sérious sugar 
shortages that has ever confronted 
the community. 

A meeting of the representatives 
of the cane refineries has been 
called to endeavor to effect eleventh 
hour relief measures. This fact was 
given out by Ralph P. Merritt, Fed- 
eral food controller for California, 
who has been endeavoring to find 
some means of relieving conditions. 
The meeting will endeavor to bring 
about an organisation for the dis- 
tribution of whatever supplies can 
be found. 


FACTORS IN SHORTAGD. 
Numerous factors have brought 


about the sugar famine. The clos- 
ing of the Western Sugar Refinery 


of that concern within the last week, 
however, shut off entirely the source 
of supply of refined sugar for the 
whole Pacific Coast. 

Prior to its closing by the strike 
of refinery hands the Western's out- 
put had been greatly reduced by the 
present etevedores strike. At pres- 
ent there are sufficient cargoes of 
raw sugar waiting to be unloaded in 
the bay to keep the Western run- 
ning at a capacity of 90,000 daes a 


This, according to Merritt, would 
more than meet the immediate de- 
mands of the Pacine Coast. 
At Crocket the Hawatian-Ameri- 
can refinery ie running at full ca- 
pacity, but all of thie sugar is for 
eastern shipment under the opera- 
tion of the Federal government's 
contro] of the sugar situation. 
SOME BEET SUGAR. | 
It has been the effort of Merritt 
and a number of local brokers to 
have some of this sugar diverted to 
local needs, but so far nothing along 
this line has been accomplished. 
Reet in small quantities ts 
now coming on the market, but this 
will not come in any considerable 


month. Much of that which is now 
being produced ts being ‘shipped 
Fast, according to loca] sugar men. 
The beet sugar crop this year, how- 
ever, is said to be very light and is 
expected to be entirely exhausted 
within six or eight weeks.

POSES AS GOVERNMENT AGENT

HELENA (Ark) Oct. 6.—A state- 
ment was made today on the recent 
riots by EB. M. Allen of the com- 
mittee of seven aythorized by oceal 
officers and Gov.

A brand new kind of “war ro- 
mance” came to light here yesterday 
with the issuance of a marriage .- 
cense to Harold HM. Story, the no- 
torious pacifist, late of a “conscien- 
tlous objectors’” camp, and Miss 
Ruth Le Prade, poetess of peace, 
protegee of Edwin Markham, and 
with Story, one of the pacifist group 
escorted to the city limits 


Hie mother said last night 


both will go to Berkeley, where Story 
expects to enter the University of 
California this fall. 


Story and his colleagues, Rev. Floyd 
Harden and Rev. Robert Whitaker, 
spent some time in jail here during 
the war. They claimed to be mem- 
bers of the “Fellowship of Recon- 
ciliation.” and said they were 
“Christian Pacifists.” They tried to 
expound their doctrines in October, 
1817, and were arrested for disturb- 
ing the peace and ordered to jail by 
Police Judge White. It was not 
until May, 1918, until the Circuit 
Court of Appeals, having finally re- 
fused to interfere, that the three 
men were started to work at the 
farm at the East Side Jail, where 
all served full terms but Story, who 
Was caught in the draft. Board No. 
5 at Huntington Park called him 
and the young man was released 
from jall and ordered to Camp 
Kearny. e claimed there that he 
was a conscientious objector.” 
There were twenty-nine other objec- 
tors and all but Story and three oth- 
ers agreed to accept noncombatant 
military service. 


Story, who fvent to Camp Kearny 
wearing hair and a 
flowing tie, d that while he would 


not fight, he would also not attempt 
ideas among the oth- 
ers in t camp. While he and the 
other objectors were waiting hip 
ment to Fort Leavenworth, Kan.. 
where many conscientious objectors 
were confined during the war, ruth- 
less army barbers eliminated Story’s 
Sowing hair, and the tie also dis- 
appeared. At camp Story claimed 
that he was a Quaker and a Social- 
ist. He refused to wear the uniform 
of a soldier, so he was given a suit 
of denim overall and for seven 
months dug trenches, peeled pota- 
toes, and did general “kitchen po- 
lice” at Camp Kearny. After the 
armistice was signed he was dis- 
charged and returned to Los Ange- 
les, where he has again resumed 
his poetic attire and his hair is now 
long and wavy. He has spoken at 
a number of LW.W. meetings tell- 
ing of the “horrors” he nced 
in an army camp. 
Police officers of the “war squad” 
who ran Story and hig crowd into 
jail, were not surprised to learn last 
night of Story’s intention of marry- 
ing Mies Le Prade, as the officers 
said they were members of the 
same radical group throughout the 
war and were close friends then.

“These men, called replacements, 
have sailed from San Francisco for 
Viadivostok as follows: June 5, on 
transport Sheridan, 9; July 5, on 
transport Sherman, 67; July 26, on 
transport Thomas. 690; August 15, 
on transport. Logan, 1270; Septem- 
ber 12. on transport Sheridian, 287; 
September 13, on transport Great 
Northern, 992; total, 3315. 

“The commanding general, XE. F. 
Fiberia, is making every effort to re- 
turn an equal number of emergency 
men on the same transport from 
which replacements debark. The 
most deserving cases, men having 
dependents, are returned first. 

„Cable advices from Siberia indi- 
cate that the return of emergency 
men to the United States has so far 
progressed that on September 15 
the number of emergency men re- 
mainin~ in Siberia, had been re-| 
duced to 285%. The arrival of the 
transports Sheridan and Great 
Northern will further reduce this 
number to about 1600.

OW PENNANTS ARE WON. 

Closing the gap with a rush that re- 
Called the drive of the marines at the 
Marne the Vernon Tigers acYieved on Sum- 
day what was regarded but three days be- 
fore by the wise ones as the impossible; 
they broke the Angel defense, overcame 
almost a three came lead and by as thrilling 
a finish as ever ended a league season won 
the Pacific Coast baseball championship. 
For the first time since the club was in- 
corporated Vernon has won the pennant, 
that fluttering bit of striped silk which 
typifies alixe the sporting blood and the 
fighting spirit of American manhood The 
pennant itself is worth something less than 
& Porterhouse steak; yet it is doubtful if 
the winners today would exchange it for a 
national bank. 

It was a great day for the lovers of ath- 
letio sport. Flagging interest had been 
roused by the heroic struggle which the 
Tigers had made for the last two weeks; 
they had fought doggedly forward when all 
but hope was lost. Nobody believed. they 
could do it; but everyone admired their 
splendid spirit that never flagged. That 
spirit caught the town; there was a Ve 
ritable fever of baseball and more than 
30,000 people tried to crowd into a park 
intended to accommodate but half that 
number to see the finish. Twenty thousand- 
odd succeeded; ten thousand were turned 
aside because they started too late. 

And what a finish !t was! The offictal 
report tells how the Vernon shortstop 
speared with one hand u high throw back of 
third base, lunged forward and tagged Ellis, 
who had overrun the bag, for the final out, 
when the Vernon pitcher was on the verge 
of collapse and a single run would have tied 
the score. Hut the inside history of how 
the shortstop came to be back of third at 
the supreme moment and how Ellis came to 
Overrun the base tells a great deal more.

Not another 
shortstop In the Pacific Coast League would 
have thought about third in such a play. 
But Vernon won because Mitchell figured 
almost in the fraction of @ second on the 
odd chance and played for it.

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REGULATIONS, 
The conference agreement on prohibt- 
tion as finally determined by Congress stip- 
ulates that stuff containing half of 1. per 
cent. of alcohol may be made and sold, but 
it myst not be advertised under names that 
Suggest beer, ale or porter. Even near- 
beer would seem to be under the ban, al- 
though the public will continue to call it 
that if they feel its appropriateness. 

Home cellar stocks that are laid in be- 
fore the amendment goes into effect aro 
safe, and this applies to apartment-houses 
and hotels where the supplies are such as 
not to require. report under the revenue 
act. Of gourse, the home stock is for the 
home owner and his family and may not be 
sold by any trick or contrivance. 

Where liquor is permitted for medicinal 
purposes the paragraph requiring a physical 
examination by the prescribing physician 
is withdrawn. This won't make much dif- 
ference as the physical examination would 
ordinarily consist of the patient thrusting 
out his tongue and showing its coating of 
dust. 

Cider and light wines may be made and 
consumed in the home, but brewing and 
distilling devices are to be made difficult, 
if not impossible. The provision penaliz- 
ing a man caught with a jag on a train or 
other public conveyance has heen with- 
drawn, so that it might still be vossible for 
a traveler to carry a smal! flask from his 
private stock without being lynched when 
his breath showed taint thereof. 

In cases where liquor has been sold the 
burden of proof is on the government to 
show that the stuff contains more than the 
half of 1 per cent. of aleoholic content per- 
mitted by the law. The government, how- 
ever, is protected by the requirement that 
the manufacturer on his part must furnish 
proof that his output does not contain a 
greater per cent. than this maximum, This 
leaves a rather interesting field open for 
the middjeman or bootlegger. Before this 
thing is over it may be necessary to amend 
the act to stipulate that all bootleagers 
shall he shot at sunrise instead of being 
half-shot the night before. 

With sundry loopholes left open it is ap- 
parent that the world is not to be as bone- 
dry as some of the radical prohtbitionists 
hoped for or expected. 


yo LABOR 18 FREE. 

Every man should be lord over his 
own labor. It should be his personal prop- 
erty, to be disposed of or placed to his own 
best advantage—in a lawful way. It should 
not be turned over to the Gompers crowd 
to be bartered, voted—and assessed. 

Despite the high wages demanded and 
paid, there are lots of capable men in the 
unions who would earn and receive much 
more money than they are getting. They 
have to carry the handicap of mediocrity. 
They are anchored to the dull level of the 
“organization.” Their wings are clipped. 

It fe the inflexible policy of the union to 
suppress initiative. The worker ig expect- 
ed to first work, not for himself or his em- 
ployer, but for his union. If he shows in- 
terest in his task—if he is too busy to hear 
the whistle to quit—he is false to his union. 

There is no conservative party in organ- 
ized labor. The safe, sane and sober work- 
ers are there, but they never get anywhere. 

In order to be heard or gain any standing 
in a labor union 2 man must be a radical. 
The lusty-lunged agitator: who stands up 
and barks for a scale of ten dollars for a 
two-hour day—regardless of the conditions 
—is the one who is listened to and ad- 
vanced in the councils. Therefore. it is 
that the ambitious man. the man of initta- 
tive and energy, becomes a radical and 
starts after the high places and fat sala- 
ries in the union instead of devoting his 
talents and seal to the business of his em- 
ployer. 

With the unſons it is only a question of 
getting the most pay for the least work. 

Me thought ti taken of the industry in

which they are engaged or of trade con- 
ditions. A business may lose money one 
year aud show a profit in another and the 
business man will cut hig coat accordingly, 
but with the union wages can only go one 
way. They can go up every month, but 
never down. It may cost an average family 
$200 a year less for fuel, food and clothing 
in California than in New England, but the 
Bricklayers’ Union will be demanding the 
same wage the country over. 

It is the favorite sport of the unions to 
inveigh against what they call the capital- 
istie class— meaning the employer.

It is the habit of red agitators to speak 
of workers as “slaves.” It is supposed to 
incite to revolution and violence. The men 
are slaves, byt not to capital or industry. 
They are slaves to their unions. They 
forge their own fetters and they give their 
nose rings into the hands of the radieals 
of their own creation. 

The free workman is the man who works 
upon his own terms, who builds his own 
home and disposes of his own fate and for- 
tune without paying tribute to a rough- 
necked labor leader.

TREND OF POLITICAL THOUGHT 
AND ACTION, 


By the Sentry on His Beat. 


The notes of preperation for the 
great national handicap to be run in 
this glorious land of the free, next 
year, are already heard in the land. 

And transposing the terms of the 
turf to .pelitics, it would seem that 
a tremendous “if stands at the 
threshhold of the inquiry, Who will 
be nominated by the Democrats for 
President?” 

“It” President Wilson makes an- 
other race, there will be no opposi- 
tion to him. He is the leader of his 
party even if there is no party be- 
hind him. There will be a lot of 
grumbling and predictions of disas- 
ter, but no open rebellion. The 
prominent Democrats will be willing 
for him to be the “goat.” largely 
because they cannot help them- 
seives. 

But whether he will run agein, or 
dictate the nomination is unknown, 
with the chances largely favoring 
the proposition that he will name 
the man to lead the party in the 
next campaign. 

And as to whether or not Presi- 
dent Wilson will be a candidate for 
a ird term, one man's opinion is 
just as good as another, for there 
has been no deliverance from the 
Democratic Mt. Sinai. 
we can wait. 

William Gibbs McAdoo, former 
Secretary of the United States 
Treasury, has been doing the Micaw- 
ber act ever since he began to carry 
a camera for Mary Pickford, and his 
most recent activity has been the 
ring-around-the-rosy trip 
Homer 8. Cummings, chairman of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, who, in the pose of warnting up 
the rank and file of the party in the 
interest of various things, has really 
been planting a few seeds for the 
MeAdoo boom. Cummings hails 
from Connecticut, where they play 
‘em close to their chests, and one of 
the embarrassing things he had to 
encounter was the query of a num- 
ber of the commen people who 
wanted to know whether the funds 
set aside for “organization” were 
really spent on the McAdoo candi- 
dacy. With true Yankee acumen 
Cummings answered the question by 
asking another. 

McAdoo is boosted by a coterie 
headed by Barney Baruch, who 
cleaned up a few milliions on 
hunches given him concerning cer- 
tain doings in Wall street, by those 
close to the administration, and it is 
understood that New York “feenon- 
clers,” who had a number of good 
things when McAdoo had the Hud- 
son River tunnel project under way, 
will furnish the sinews with which 
to capture the Democretic soviets, 


Meanwhile 


Ohto, with the modesty of a 
crushed violet, has but two candi- 
dates in the open for the doubtful 
honor—Gov. James Cox and United 
States Senator Atlee Pomerene, the 
Little Rollo Book statesman from 
Canton, whose pictures in the pa-pa- 
pers recalis an advertisement of the 
famous Sutherland Sisters’ hair 
tonic, “before taking.” 

Cox is serving his second term as 
chief executive of the State, and has 
the reputation of being the only man 
im publie lte in Ohio able to face all 
four ways at once, He has made 
three races for the job, — 4 de- 
feated by Frank Bartlett Winnie on 
the second try, and he would have 
been eliminated now as a likely can- 
didate, if Willis had not taken up his 
bed and board with the long-haired 


men and the short-haired women, 


whe were advocating a law prohibit- 
ing the indulgence in anything with 
more kick than cold tea, with the 
effect that even Hamilton county, 
that Gibraltar of Republicanism, 
gave Willis a jab in the face, while 
every other candidate on the Re- 
publican State ticket swept the 
county.

Bomerene held the jobs of 
prosecuting attorney of Btark coun- 
ty, followed by the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernorship under Uncle Jud Harmon, 
and then defeated the alphabetical 
Charles Frederick William Dick for 
the United States Senate. Dick, you 
know, comes from Akron, the habi- 
tat of the automobile tire. 

Cox got his start in public life 
when he served the late Paul Sorg, 
Congressman from the Third Dis- 
trict, as private secretary, got a 
nomination for Congress when the 
Butler county gang was not looking, 
and graduated into the gubernatorial 
chair. Cox used to be a newspaper 
reporter on a Dayton paper, and has 
managed to accumulate a fortune, 
whieh may come in handy greasing 
the road of the uninstructed dele- 
gates to the national convention. 
From a $20-a-week man on an ob- 
acure paper “Jimmie” Coz, as he is 
popularly known, is now a landed 
proprietor, indicating that often vir- 
tue has its own reward, and that 
there is money to be made if one 
looks out for the main chance. 

Former Senator Jimham Lewis of 
Illinois, who slipped through the 
crack in the door in 1912, only to be 
skinned for re-election by Medill 
MeCormick by 56,000 majority, in 
1918, is also “mentioned.” Lewis 
is a statesman of the auroro- 
borealis variety, but has been in bad 
with the Wilson crowd ever since he 
predicted some days ago that there 
would be two Democratic candidates 
for President in 1920, without giving 
the name of the other one.

Tt isn’t once in a cerulean moon 
that you see a melodrama like “The 
Life Line” on the screen.

Flint and the First National Bank of 
Hynes and with assault with intent 
to murder the cashier's son.

while the auto was standing at 
Sixteenth and Flower streets, a 
half block from Graney’s apart- 
ments. The raid auto was found 
near the same apartments the night 
of the attempted robbery and was 
used to take the three men arrested 
that night to the County Jail. Dep- 
uty Sheriffs Manning, Lipe and An- 
derson yesterday obtained state- 
ments from witnesses at Downey 
who saw the number of the car as 
it passed through that town at a 
high rate of speed. 

The four suspects were arraigned 
before Judge Craig. Their cases 
were set for Thursday morning for 
entry of plea.

But Girls’ Discipline is Still a 
Difficult Problem. 


Board Says Sound-Proof Cells 
will be Ready Soon. 


Marked Improvement Shown, 
is Report to Governor. 


The continued difficulty of dis- 
ciplining incorrigible inmates of the 
California School for Girls at Ven- 
tura, whose actions tend to disrupt 
the work of the school, is referred 
to again in the supplementary re- 
port, made public yesterday by the 
State Board of Charities and Cor- 
rections, of a further investigation 
of progress made at the institution 
in carrying out recom dations of 
the report submitted as a result of 
the investigation in February. The 
supplementary report states that as 
yet no sound-proof rooms, as recom- 
mended, have been made ready for 
use in restraining incorrigible girls 
and states that the board is support- 
ing the efforts of the trustees of the 
school to have these rooms 
vided at once. 

The question of discipline at the 
school has caused considerable 
trouble. Last week the acceptance 
by the trustees of the resignation of 
Miss Emily P. Morrison, as super- 
intendent, was announced. Her res- 
ignation followed her action ih 


a gag. tion was ac- 
cepted on September 24. In con- 
nection with this latest trouble the 
report of the board says: 

“The last superintendent who took 
office July 16, 1919, found no pro- 
vision for discipline of incorrigible} 
shrieking girls. No sound-proof 
cells had been installed. In order 
to still the shrieks of one rebellious 
girl this superintendent used the 
gag. Her resignation was accepted 
by the trustees, September 24, 1919.” 

WANT HER RETAINED. 


The report also refers to the fact 
that in five months the school has 
had three superintendents. As a 
number of friends of Miss Morrison 
have tried to get her to reconsider} 
her resignation and to induce the 
trustees of the school to retain her 
the following comment made con- 
cerning her work in the report is of 
interest: 

“Miss Morrison is a graduate of 
Santa Barbara Normal, a teacher 
with rare executive ability, popular 
with officers and girls: a Californian, 
with four years’ institutional expe- 
rience at Sleighton Farms, where 
ghe served eighteen months as act- 
te superintendent during the ab- 
sence of the superintendent.” 

No comment on her resignation is 
made, but in reference to the 
sound-proof celle the following re- 
marks are found: 

“This is an imperative necessity. 
At present any superintendent in 
this school is helpless with 4 
screaming, shrieking, rebellious girl. 
The hysterical, incorrigible gir! 
wants an audience. She is generally 
a leader and loves to play the 
heroic, spectacular part before oth- 
er girls. If she can be made unin- 
teresting and be set off unnoticed 
and unheard in a sound-proof room 


is partially solved.” 
CONDITIONS BETTER. 

Referring to the charges concern- 
ing punishment that were investi- 
gated and sustained in the February 
report the board states that in the 
follow-up investigation no such con- 
ditions were und to exist and re- 
fers only to th 6 case of 
ordered by the perintendent. 

As a whole, the report shows, 
considerable improvement has been 
made at the school in various im- 
portant ways along the lines rec- 
ommended in the February report. 
A well-organized teaching force has 
been obtained, the agricultural de- 
partment has been reorganized, and 
the girls are being trained in farm 
and garden work. A recreational 
supervisor hag been obtained under 
whose directions there has been a 
noticeable increase of interest in 
athletics. Community singing, hikes 
and picnics have been organized 
and encouraged. The new teaehers, 
it was stated, were found te be en- 
thusiastic and sure of making a suc- 
cess in their work for the girl 
inmates. In the various cottages, 
clubs are being formed on a basis 
that can be developed into a form 
of the George Junior Repubiic. 

The board summed up its inveeti- 
the statement that
